Steel  Steamship  Built  on 
the  British  Columbia  Coast 
for  Local  Waters 


1  The  British  CBffCTBW  Marina  Railway 
company  announces  that  It  has  practic- 
ally closed  a  contract  with  the  C.P.R. 
tor  tha  construction  of  a  steel  single- 
screw  steamer  to  coat  In  the  neighbor. 
hood  of  a  quarter  million  dollars  for  the 
British  Columbia  coast  steamship  ser- 
vice of  the  C.P.R  off  the  West  Coast 
of  Vancouver  Island  between  Victoria 
and  Hoi  berg  and  way  ports. 

The  steamer  will  be  the  largest  steel 
steamer  built  on  the 'British; 
coast.  She  will  be  about  the 
somewhat  similar  in  type  to  the 
cess  Koyal  of  the  Skagway  service, 
which  was  built  at  Esquimau,  being  the 
largest  wooden  vessel  constructed  there. 
The  new  Princess  for  the  West  Coast 
run  will  have  one  deck  less  than  the 
Princess   Royal. 

Built  to  the  highest  requirements  at 
Lloyds,  100  A 1,  the  new  Prlftcesa  liner 
will  be  In  keeping  with  the  e*cellence  of 
the  company's  vessels.  She  will  be 
about  240  feet  long,  over  all,  and  232 
f««t  long  between  perpendiculars,  with 
beam  of  88  feet  and  depth  of  17  feet. 
Kirst  class  passenger  accommodation 
will  be  provided  and  there  will  be  car- 
go apace  for  between  (00  and  600  tons 
of  freight. 

Th*  orekwler  la  to  be  a  substantial, 
thorough  eea-going  craft,  built  of  steel 
practically  throughout,  only  the  pilot 
house  and  the  officers'  quarters  on  the 
upper  dock  being  of  wood,  and  the  decks 
will  be  trimmed  down  with  solid  caulk- 
ed planking.  The  plans  for  the  new 
vessel  are  welt  unaer,  way,  and  it  la  ex- 
pected that  the  B.C.  Marine  Railway 
company  will  begin  assembling  the  ma- 
terial for  the  big  work  at  once. 

The 'saloons  and  Interior  accommoda- 
tion will  be  provided  after  the  style  of 
that  of  the  steamer  Princess  Mary,  one 
Of  the  more  recent  additions  to  the  local 
fleet,  the  after  hatches  being  trunked 
through  to  allow  of  the  easy  working 
of  cargo.  The  furnishing  and  equip- 
ment will  be  carried  out  in  the  C.P.R. 
style,  which  is  now  well  known  on  this 
coast. 

The  new  Princes*  liner  will  be  the 
first  steel  steamer  of  any  else  built  at 
Ksqulma.it  for  some  years,  the  hut  be- 
ing the  hydrographic  steamer  Ullooet. 
Recently  a  steel  car  ferry  barge,  con- 
structed on  the  Isherwood  system  of 
longitudinal  plating— the  first  craft  of 
this  system  built  on  this  coast— was 
launched  at  the  same  yards  for  the  C. 
P.  R.

Although  the  closed  season  for  beav- 
er continuing  during  the  paat  «ve  yeare 
throughout   Brttieh    Columbia   comes   to 
an  end  with  October  Insofar  as  virtu- 
ally all  the  province  le  oonoerned,  dis- 
appointment  is     nevertheless     In   store 
for  the  trappers  and     hunters     of  the 
Okanagan    and    Slmllkameen    who    had 
counted    upon    reaping      a      harvest    of 
beaver     pelts   as     soon^    as     November 
comes.      Their    disappointment    will    be 
due    to    a.  special      utilization      by    the 
lieutenant-governor    In    council     of    the 
power  granted  under   Section   19  of  the 
.Game    Protection    Act    of    IMS    and  its 
amendment    of   six    years   ago,   for    the 
declaration  yesterday  of  a  further  close 
season   for    the  beaver,    extending    over 
one  y*ar,  throughout  the  watershed  of 
the  Okanagan  river  and  lakes  between 
Pentleton   and   the  International  bound- 
ary   line,    tn   the    Slmllkameen    district, 
the  prohibition  of  hunting  and  trapping 
being   dated    from    the   loth    November, 
so  that  apparently  nine  days  only  will 
be  allowed  for  the  season's  Inroads  up- 
on  the  beaver  supply  of   this  section. 

It  is  not  so  plentiful  there  as  else- 
where 'in  the  province:  hence  the  spe- 
cial prohibition. 

In  the  Kootenay  district  hunters  and 
trappers  have  been  laying  elaborate 
plans  for  war  upon  the  beaver  aa  soon 
wm  the  closed  season  expires,  and  a 
despatch  from  Nelson  onty  a  few  days 
ago  reported  clashes  not  Improbable 
between  rival  trappers.  On  the  Dun- 
can river,  around  Boat  lake,  and 
throughout  Northern  West  Kootenay. 
many  hunters  and  trappers  had  con- 
gregated and  marked  oft  the  ground 
selected  for  their  respective  hunting; 
ignoring  the  Indians  tn  these  prelim- 
inary arrangements.  As  there  are  many 
natives  also  preparing  to  harvest  -their 
share  of  beaver  pelts,  the  elements  of 
discord  are  apparent   I

Inaclty  ofvthe  sis*  of 
Victoria  It  Is  wrong  .that  the  city  lock- 
up should  be  the  'only  available  piece 
of  confinement  for  those  afflicted  with 
mental  disease.  '  Such  a  patient  may 
be  a  woman  or  girl  upon  *  whom  the 
knowledge  that  she  is confined  In  the 
neighborhood  of  criminals  will  come  a* 
a  terrible  shock.  It  Is  not  fair  that 
the  polios  should  have  this  duty  thrust 
upon  them,  and  It  is  no  rtnsonon  on  | 
their  sfllolemjy  or  Humanity  to  say  that 
they  are  unfitted  for  such  work.  It  is 
true  that  of  late  years  a  nurss  could  be 
engaged  by  relatives  of  the  unfortun- 
ate patient,  or  by  the  city  when  neoee- 
nary.  Rut  even  If  everything  that 
kindness  could  suggest  were  done,  it 
does  not  make  it  right  to  confine  sick 
people,  many  of  Whom  have  done  no 
harm.  In  the  place  set  aside  for  thu 
detention  of  criminals.  Is  It  impos- 
sible to  place  such  pstients  in  a  hospi- 
tal ward  where  they  can  receive  the 
attention  they  need?
